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INTRODUCTION 

Rural  recreation — as  a business  enterprise — is  increasing. 

There  are  tvo  main  reasons  for  this: 

1.  There  is  a rapidly  increasing  public  demand  for  outdoor 
recreation — but  public  facilities  to  provide  it  are  limited. 

2.  Recombining  what  have  previously  been  considered  agricultural 
resources  to  meet  this  growing  demand  will  help  promote  agri- 
cultural adjustment. 

This  increased  interest  in  the  many  facets  of  income -producing  rural 
recreational  enterprises  has  created  a need  for  adequate,  accessible,  and 
objective  information.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  possibility  of  de- 
veloping recreational  enterprises  on  farms,  and  utilizing  cropland  and 
woodlands  on  a multiple-use  basis.  Thus  far  it  has  been  only  partially  met. 

The  Cooperative  Extension  Service — as  the  educational  arm  of  USDA — is 
in  a unique  position  to  meaningfully  meet  the  compelling  needs  of  this  new 
development . 

The  Federal  Extension  Service  asked  State  Extension  Services  for  pub- 
lications they  have  produced  or  used  in  their  educational  work  in  income- 
producing  rural  recreation.  The  first  section  of  the  accompanying  bibli- 
ography lists  the  results  of  this  inventory. 

Other  sections  of  this  bibliography  list  selected  publications  of 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  reports  of  the  Outdoor  Recreation 
Resources  Review  Commission,  and  publications  suggested  by  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Interior's  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation. 

Most  of  the  publications  listed  here  focus  primarily  on  income-pro- 
ducing recreational  enterprises.  Others  are  indirectly  pertinent  to  the 
main  focus. 

FES  hopes  that  this  bibliography  lias  identified  current  information  on 
the  subject.  But  in  addition  to  inventorying,  this  list  can  help  make  these 
materials  more  widely  accessible — as  well  as  serving  as  a partial  basis  for 
evaluating  needs  for  other  educational  materials. 

While  an  attempt  was  made  to  compile  a complete  listing,  this  bibliog- 
raphy should  not  be  construed  to  be  exhaustive.  Nor  is  there  any  assurance 
that  those  listed  will  be  available.
